Friday’s sitting of the House was 
occupied chiefly by an attempt on 
the part of the opposition to arouse 
hostility against the Grand Trunk 
Pacific and the government because 
of the alleged employment. by the 
Grand Trunk Company, of a large 
proportion of engineers from the 
United States in making the prelim- 
inary surveys for the new line. Mr. 
Borden opened the question and then 
gave way to Clarke of Toronto, wi, 
on the grounds of having once been 
a practical printer, poses to some ex- 
tent as a representutive of labor. 
Mr, Clarke in his most forceful man- 
ner declaimed against the attitude 
and inactier <£ the government and 
especialiy of the Minister of Labor, 
in permitting. this catrage, as he 
eslle= it, to continue. The Minister 
agreed with Mr. Clarke that it 
most desirable that Canadian engin- 
eers be employed wherever practic- 
able. He showed that he bad com- 
municated with the Grand Trunk poo- 
ple on the subject and had *«ken fur- 
ther action in bringing tio Ottawa 
one of the engineers who claimed to 
be aggrieved, for the purpe x of hear- 
ing the case at first hand. This, how- 
ever, did not appease Mr. Clarke, who 
insisted taat the rights of Canadian 
labor were being sacrificed and made 
an impassioned harangue on the in- 
jury being done to the Canadian 
workingman. 

Later in the discussion it was point- 
ed out that however much the rights 
of Jabor might or might not be in- 
fringed’ upon in other cases, in this 
particular case it was a professional 
and not a laboring class who were 
affected, and that the same men 
who were now so vociferously de- 
manding protection, by what means 
they did not say, to this very estim- 
able professional class, wher this 
could be made the basis cf an attack 
upon the Grand Trunk Paciiiec pro- 
ject, had not a word to say wher the 
C.P.R. Jet the contract for every 
foot of their new lines in the North- 
west Territory to a United States 
contracting firm, which necessarily 
would bring the large proportion of 
the more highiy paid\employes with 
them from the States. This view of 
the case rather dampened the ardor 
of the avowed champions of labor but 
they scored by spending another 
whole day without any progress be- 
ing made towards the employment of 
anyone, either leboring or - profes- 
sional inen, upon construction work 
pn the Transcontinental railway.

ly. The prospects for crops this year 
are very bright, all the seeding hav- 
ing been finished in good time. The 
Legislative Assembly, ‘town councils, 
Board of Trade and the Agricultural 
Association of Edmonton have combin- 
¢a in a memoriul to the Dominion gov- 
ernment for an experimental farm in 
Northern Alberta. s 

Mr. Wade in talking of the means 
of reaching Lioydrninster about which 
there was so much discussion in the 
Papers a short time ago, made the fol- 
lowing statement: ~ 

“Since reacting the city my atten- 
tion has been <irawn to a letter, pub- 
lished in a ‘Winnipeg paper over the 
signature of a Battieford man, com- 
plaining of misrepresentation regarding 
the Saskatoon’ route te Lioydminster. 

“I do not odject to any man sup- 
porting with wil his energy what he 
considers to be the truth; but those 
who criticize without making themgelv- 
es thoroughly ‘conversant with 
facts of their case should not complain 
if they in turn are subjected to a sim- 
ilar criticism. Our friend, had he con- 
fined himself to points within his own 
lnowledge would probably have been 
unanswered ; but when he speaks learn- 
edly on a route which he has evident- 
ly never travelled, he lays himse!f op- 
en, probably without cause, to the im- 
putation that he Is not entirely disin- 
terested. 

“My own position is simply that of 
a man who has travelled for several 
consecutive. years in the wildest parts 
of the far north, and so is considered 
by his townspeople competent to ad- 
vise settlers, and devise arrangements 
for their corafort and advantage. The 
town council of Edmonton according- 
ly appointed me as its special commis- 
sioner, after the Rev. J. E. Lioyd 
had accepted the Edmonton river route 
as being a satisfactory one; this Mr. 
Lioyd did after being furnished with 
every detail, as also the names of the 
men most competent to advise him on 
the subject. “3 

“I unhesitatingly state that the Eid- 
monton river route is not only a safe 
but .n easy one also. Those who ad- 
vocate a repetition of the terrible trials 
to which women and children were sub- 
jecied last year—when they travelled 
the overland route via Saskatoon—can 
scarcely have any feeling of humanity 
jeft in them {if they do so whilst 
knowing the facts concerning the al- 
ternative route to the British colony 
of Britannia. I believe they write this 
without knowledge, gnd therefore, give 
them fuii credit for honesty of purnose, 
but facts are stubborn and irresistible, 
hence the Edmonton route must eventu- 
ally prove its superiority. Let me give 
a few facts. 

There (3 no absolute need to trek 
overland at ali; as suggested by the 
letter to the Winnipeg paper, but if 
desirable the settler can go overland, 
and the trip has been made many times 
thie spring by different individuals in 
from five to seven days with reason- 
able comfort. I hsve made a longer 
and a werse trip <n less time, viz., that 
through Saddle Lake to Lac la Biche, 
so 2m competent to speak as to the 
reference made to Paradis’ crossing. 
Time, however, does not permit of de- 
tailed criticism, though I should Jike 
to speak fully On the question of 
“splendid drainage on the Sasixatoon 
reute,” which is entirety contradicted 
by the evidence of these who have vis- 
ited Edmonton this year. 

The Lloydminster authorities advis- 
ed the Edmonton river route solely af- 
ter the ist of May, and this, I fear, 
is the cause of so much being written 
against the settiers’ interests, for ev- 
ery unprejudiced man, who has ever 
seen the Edmonton district knows per- 
fectly well that he would select tha«t 
roux, were he carrying his wife and 
family, or a valuable cargo down to 
Lioydminster. .

Men are 
coming <n from every point seeking 
engagements as river men, and I have 
yet to learn that pilots are Willing to 
risk their lives for a ‘trip of only ten 
or twelve days absence from Edmon- 
ton, at a paltry $2 or $3 per day. 

“I am glad to agree with the wriier 
on Gne point, however, for he says it 
would be ‘criminal to risk the lives of 
women and children on such a rushing 
torrent.” Luckily for the settlement, 
the ‘vriter's imagination carries him 
away wiih all the strength of a facile 
pen on this point, as it does also, In 
lis estimate of the width of the river 
being two miles wide. He mimst have 


mistaken the Saskatchewan for the 
mighty Mackenzie! 
“The writer states his “facts wil! 


stand the strictest investigation.” No- 
thing will please the citizens of EX- 
moaton and Strathcona, as well as ev- 
erybody who feels any interest in the 
welfare of the country, than that the 
mest critical-study be made by those 
interested in colonization. So satisfted
